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CAUSE OF THE DECREASE. 


Japan and China New Manufacture 
Their Own Cotton Goods. 
Washington, May 15.—The department 
of state bas-receivead an interesting report 
from United States Consul General Thomas 
R. Jernigan, of North Carolina, stationed 
at Shanghai, China, on our trade relations 

with that empire. 

Noting a falling off in the ifaportations 
of dcmestic cottons from the United States, 
as well as Great Britain, Mr. Jernigan ad- 
vances the opinion that the manufacture 
of ecatton cloth by China and Japan is re- 
sponsible for the decrease. 

In 1863 the first spinning mill was erected 
in Japan, with 5,456 spindles; in 188 there 
were sixteen mills, with 43,700 spindles, 
and in 1893 there were forty-six mills, with 
some 600,000 spindles. The statistics re- 
garding the industry in China have not 
been published, but a conservative esti- 
mate is that the end of this year will wit- 
ness 360,000 spindles and 3,000 looms, be- 
sides numerous cotton gins, ready to op- 
erate in fiftean cotton mils. 

In Japan the\mill owner pays from § to 
20 cents per day in silver for mill hands, 
while in the United States labor, he says, 
gets pay in gold. Since 1894 one dollar in 
gold has been equal to two dollars of Jap- 
anese silver, which makes clear, according 
to his reasoning, that ‘the mill owner in 
the United States is paying twice as much 
for labor as the Japanese. 

Mr. Jernigan says that he does not wish 
to intimate that the price of labor in the 
United States should be regulated by the 
price of labor in the oriental countries, 
but unless some standard of international 
value for the payment of labor is agreed 
upon, the products of the oriental laborers 
will become a dangerous rivai to those of 
the occidental laborers. Silver, he says, 
is used by one-half of the world and gold 
by the other half, andéwhile wages in one 
part are paid in a depreciated currency, 
and in the other half in an appreciated 
currenry, a rivalry between the respective 
products of the labor of each is encour- 
aged with the advantage in the outset to 
the produosts of the laborers paid in de- 
preciated currency, especially when the lat- 
ter can supply their daily wants with such 
a currency, which they willingly receive 
and remain contented with. Such apparent 
advantage is no longer offset by the su- 
periority of the machinery heretofore em- 
ployed in manufacturing, which was con- 
fined to the other half of the world now 
using gold. The same machinery is now 
sh in China and Japan as in other coun- 
ries.

St. Louis, Mo., May 15,—It is likely that 
a call for a national silver league conven- 
tion will be issued to meet in this city in 
March, 189. The matter is being agitated 
by the local silver men and they claim they 
are backed up by the silver men of the 
west and particularly so by the white metal 
people of California, who claim to be disap- 
pointed at the methods adopted by General 
A. J. Warner, of Ohio, on his recent visit 
to California. 

The California state silver teague nnis 
fault with General Warner for limiting his 
efforts to an attempt to secure the unlimit- 
ed coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. 
The league contains a large number of pop- 
ulists and they do not think any finanvial 
platform would .be complete uniess ‘t t- 
cluded a--provision:for an issue of green- 
backs and an explicit declaration against 
the national banking system and the issu- 
ance of any more government bonds.

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‘REBELS ARE VICTORS 


Gomez Leads in a Battle saatas the 
Spanish Troops. 


ONE OF THEIR GENERALS CAPTURED 


Campos Goes Back to Havana and 


Orders a New Railroad. 


The Insurgents Are Making Headway All 
the Time—The World’s Correspon- 
dent Is Released. 


Jacksonville, Fla., May i5.--A cablegram 
to The Tinies-Union from Key West, Fla., 
Bays: 

Latest advices received in this city from 
Havara state that General Gomez has en- 
tered Camaguey, and in the battle fought 
there the Spanish troops were defeated, 
and that many were killed and captured. 
‘The Spanish general, Echague, was one of 
the captured. 

Campos. returned to Havana yesterday 
on the steamshin Va Verde from the 
Central Ccustancia sugar plantation. Cam- 
ros has granted a right of way to the Sa- 
banilla and Morodo Railroad Company to 
extend the road from Songo to Maya and 
to be in readiness to transport troops into 
the interior. This cocession to the Saba- 
nilla and Morodo company is made to give 
emplcyment to the thousands of idle men, 
Cumpcs fearing that the unemployed may 
join the revolutionrists, 

General Campos called all the Spanish 
officers befcre him and cited the case of 
Lieutenant Gallego, stating that the same 
runishment will be meted out to them in 
case they are unfortunate enough to he de- 
feated by the insurgents. This has caused 
a gocd deal of discontent among the offi- 
cers, 

On the 13th the case of Manuel Fuentes, 
The New York World corespondent, was de- 
cided, he being adjudged not guilty. The 
prompt action of the. Unite States state 
department alone saved Fuentes from be- 
ing garroted. He has issued a protest and 
will make claim for heavy damages. 

The insurgents under the command of 
Maceo ditched a train loaded with arms and 
ammunition for the Spanish troops near 
Bargas, Guantanamo. Three or four were 
kiiled. Maceo took all the arms and am- 
munition. 

The insurgents under the command of 
Antonio Maceo, after capturing the town 
of El Cristo, fired the same. 

It is reported that Marcos Garcia, mayor 
of Santo Spiritua, has been shot, supposed- 
ly by the insurgents. He was threatened 
with death by Comez :f he opposed the 
revolution, some time since. 


INSURGENTS DEFEATED. 


A Large. Number "ef Killed . and 
Wounded Left on the Fteld. 
Santiago de Cuba, May 15.—(From the 
Staff Correspondent of the United Press.)— 
A band of insurgents made an attack upon 
the town of Dos Caminos, in this province, 
‘today, but were repulsed and routed by the 
government troops. The rebels fled, leaving 
a number of killed and wounded on the 
field. The attacking band set. fire to two 

houses, which were destroyed, 
To Succeed Von Doetticher. 

Berlin, May 15.—According to The Schles- 
iche Zeitung Baron Marshall von Bieber- 
stein, minister of foreign affairs, will suc- 
ceed Dr. von Boetticher as vice president 
of the council of ministers, minister of 
State and secretary of state for the interior 
on July Ist. 


Millions for France's Nary. 

Paris, May 15.—The statement in regard 
to the naval estimates was submitted to 
the chamber of deputies today by Vice 
Admiral Besnard, minister of marine, The 
expenditureg are placed at 273. 000,000 frances, 
an increase of 2,000,000 frances over last 
year’s. The minister of marine will ask 
for a further sum of 8,000,000 frances for 
the purpese of building new ships. 
Forbidden To Take Part in Elections, 

Rome, May 15.—The Observatore Romano 
prints a letter written by the pope to 
Cardinal Rampolla, papal Secretary of 
State, forbidding Catholics to take part in 
the Italian elections. After enumerating 
his reasons for the prohibition, his holi- 
ness concludes by reminding the faithful 
that he is still kept a prisoner in the vati- 
can by the Italian government. 

Russian Will Enforce Her Pian. 

Frankfort, May 15.-The Frankfurter 
Zeitung publishes a dispatch from 8st. 
Petersburg stating that Russia will occupy 
certain ports in Corea until the conditions 
she imposes on Japan shall have been 
satisfied. Sixteen thousand Russian troops 
will be concentrated on the frontier in 
readiness for service in the event of Japan 
refusing to agree to this plan. 

O’Brien Is a Bankrupt. 

London, May 15.—Mr. William O’Brien, 
M. P., has been served with a notice that 
he has been declared a bankrupt in con- 
sequence of hisefailure to satisfy the judg- 
ment obtained against him by Mr. Patrick 
A. CNance, M. P., who was Mr. O’Brten’s 
soMcitor in the latter’s action against Lord 
Salisbury for libel. Mr. Chance’s claim was 
for professional services rendered. Mr. 
O’Brien says he intends to retire from 
parliament. 

Armenian Reforms. 

London, May 15.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Constantinople says that the 
Armenian scheme proposed by the powers 
includes a system of financial administra- 
tion under the supervision of the heads of 
the various communities and the abolition 
of the present system of: farming out 
taxes and titles. The powers do not seek 
to control financiag reforms, but will in- 
struct their consuls to report from time to 
time how they are executed. 
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A New Election Law. 
Tallahassee, Fla., May 18.—The hovse 
and senate have passed a modified Aus- 
tralian ballot law to take the place of the 
eight-ballot-box measure, which has here- 
tofore obtained in this state.

NOT YOUR AFFAIR. 


Hawaii , Tells England She Has No | 


Ground To loferfere. 


THE CONSPIRATORS NOT HER SUBJECTS 


They Had Taken the Oath of Alle- 
giance to Kulakaua, 


EVIDENCE ON THIS POINT IS CLEAR 


Therefore, the Dole Government Contends 
it Had a Perfect Rigst To Prosecute 
Rickard, “Walker and Hewitt. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 15.—(Corre- 
spondence of the United Press per Steamer 
Australia.)}—Honolulu, May 8.—At a meet- 
ing of councils yesterday Minister Hatch 
read the following communication from 
Brit:sh Commissioner Hawes: 

“With reference to my dispatch to you 
of 23d of February last, on the subject of 
the nationality of Messrs. Rickard, Walker 
and Hewitt, in which I informed you that 
1 had decided to submit the whole matter 
to my government and ask their decision, 
I have the honor to inform you that Lord 
Kimberly has had under his careful con- 
sideration the question of the nationality 
of the above named men and has come to 
the conclusion that in the case of Mr. 
Hewitt, there is no ground on which to 
Support a claim to British nationality, 
he appears to have made the proper appli- 
cation, given the requisite proof, and ob- 
tained a certificate of Hawaiian nationali- 
ty. The case of the other two men has, 
however, been viewed differently. His 
lordship states that they do not appear to 
have voluntarily and knowingly become 
naturalized. They are only shown to have 
taken the oath cf allegiance to King Kala- 
kua and his successor and they assert 
that they took that oath on the express 
assurance. that it would not affect their 
nationality, and there-is no proof that 
certificates of naturalization were issued 
to them. I am, therefore, instructed to 
represent to your government that her 
majesty’s government cannot admit that 
the nationality of Messrs. Rickard and 
Walker has been established.’’ 

The affidavit made by Walker deposed: 
“In order to obtain greater facilities +for 
employment, I did at the suggestion of 
the late King Kalakua, sign a document 
which I understood from the king would 
insure to me greater privileges as a resi- 
dent in Honolulu and as the husband of 
a Hawaiian wife, but which he told me 
would in no way affect my position and 
rights as a British subject. I had no 
knowledge whatever that the said docu- 


as 


ment was the oath of allegiance. I simply 
signed my name in a book before a clerk 
in the department of the interior and not 
in the presence of a magistrate or a mem- 
ber of the government.’’ 

Rickard’s affidavit is similar to the above 
and states in addition: 
by Major Wodehouse, her Britannic ma- 
jesty’s commissioner and consul general, 
that no such forfeiture was conveyed by 
the declaration, which I made only to quali- 
fy. myself, at the urgent request of many 
British and other residents, to become a 
member of the order.”’ 

Copies of the oath 
Walker and of the naturalization certifi- 
cate of Rickard have been obtained. The 
law authorizing them, which was quoted by 
Secretary Gresham, provided that the per- 
son receiving the new citizenship should 
place himself under the pains and penalties 
of treason by appealing to his country of 
Criginal allegiance. I‘rom these ducuments 
it appears that Walker and Rickard did take 
the oath, notwithstanding their affidavits 
to the countrary. The attorney general said 
positively this morning that they tock the 
statutory oath. This government does not 
assent to the view of Lord Kimberly, and 
expects to have further correspondence on 
the subject. 
Held Offices Under the Government. 

Both Walker and Rickard held office un- 
der the Hawaiian government, for which 
naturalization was necessary. Should the 
British government maintain its position 
thet it ‘has the zight to interfere in behalf 
of these men as British subjects, such in- 
tcrference vould probably open the ques- 
tion as to wheihs* they were legally con- 
victed by military tribunal. Their counse], 
Neumann, made a protest that such a 
tribunal was unconstitutional and illegal. 
Rickard wus sentenced to thirty-iive years’ 
ir:iprisonment and $10,000 fiine; Walker to 
thirty vears and $8,000. Rickard was one 
ef four chief conspirators are helped to 
lend the arms. Walker filled bombs with 
dynamite. He pleaded guilty. It is iearned 
that the leading point in the argument 
against J.ord Kimberly’s conclusion that 
Walker and Rickard are still British sub- 
jects will be that their cases are identi-

is not a Eritish subject. Notwithstanding 
the foregoing affidavits, the government 
will prove by the fullest documentative evi- 
dence that they tock the same oath of al- 
legiance and under like circumstances. Both 
L. A. Thurston apd Chief Justice Judd as- 
sert that to their personal knowledge, after 
an inspection of all dozuments, there is 
absolutely no difierence in the three cases. 
In the case of Rickard, who was elected to 
the legislature, the most unqualified Ha- 
vaiian citizenship must. nevessarily have 
been required. Walker alone received no 
certificate of naturalization, it not being 
the custom to issue such certificates until 
1888. :

WANT A NEW CONSTITUTION. 


Virginians Are Agitating the Call of 
a Convention. 

Roanoke, Va,, May 15.—A large number of 
the gentlemen who had declared their in- 
tention of attending today’s conference of 
democrats on the question of a constitution- 
al convention did not put in their appear- 
ance. Out of about one hundred and fifty 
favorable responses to the invitation, only 
about one-third were present, The leading 
spirits of the convention were Editors Kent 
C. Murray, of The Norfolk Landmark; R. 
P. Barham, of.the Petersburg Index-Appeal, 
and Charles I. Stewart, of The Roanoke 
World, and Senator Daniel. Editor Murray 
was made chairman of the conference, and 
Editor Barham secretary, 

Two sessions were held, The first was de- 
voted to discussion and the last to action. 
At the latter resolutions were adopted de- 
claring that the people “have long borne 
with the Underwood constitution, not be- 
cause they liked it, but because they were 
weary with agitation, and had many other 
issues to deal with, and now, that it must 
come in conflict with their necessities and 
is likely to result in increasing their bur- 
dens, we deem it wise and expedient to 
recommend a convention that will thor- 
oughly revise that crude and unfit instru- 
ment under which we live, and give us @ 
constitution adapted to the condition of our 
State and necessity of.our people, It has 
been nearly half a century since the people

The stockholders of the old company have 
subscribed $1,500,000 in cash for preferred 
stock in the new cOmpany, and creditors 
with claims aggregating $5,300,000, will be 
paid at the rate of 41 per cent in cash and 
the balance in consolidated bonds of the 
Pennsylvania Steel Company and the Mary= 
land Steel Company..

Arm Unlucky Race Is the Brooklyn. 

The perversities of luck are well shown in 
the Brooklyn. Lakeside tried to win in 
three times with Exile before he was finally 
successful, in 1889, when the son of Mor- 
temer defeated Prince Royal,’ Terra Cotta, 
Hanover and other good horses in 2:07*, in 
a gallop, and could certainly have clipped 
a second off that record. It was a peculiar 
race. A few days before it was run Han- 
over worked, a phenomenal trial, and, as 
Hanover at his best was nothing short of 
an equine wonder, everybody said she would 
win easily. Lakeland had been giving Ex- 
ile a steady preparation, but after Han- 
over’s trial he lost all confidence. Hanover, 
however, had run his race in this trial, and 
when the Brooklyn came on he was beaten 
in the first half mile. Exile was so little 
thought of that 10 and 12 to 1 could be had 
against him in the betting. 

Outside of Dr. Rice, on whom Foster and 
his friends won a fortune, the most heavily 
backed winner of the race was in 1887, when 
Dry Monopole won the first Brooklyn. Wiu- 
ter betting was then in vogue and Mr. Wai- 
ter Gratz, the owner of the horse, was re- 
puted to have backed him in the future 
books to the extent of $50,000 or $75,000. Dry 
Monopole’s time (2:07) was the fastest mile 
and a quarter ever run up to that time, and 
is still the record for the race. 

The most disappointing and unsatisfactory 
Brooklyn was that of 1890, won by Casta- 
way II, owned by John Campbell and ex- 
Mayor Nolan, of Albany, Castaway II was 
regarded as a very ordinary horse. He hau 
shown some speed at the earlier Linden and 
Elizabeth meetings, but nobody supposed 
he was class enough to beat animals liké 
Badge, Los Angeles, Sir Dixon, etc., and he 
Was scarcely considered in the betting. The 
track was heavy, and Castaway II, favored 
by his light impost of 100 pounds, got off in 
front and galloped away from his field at 
every jump and won pulling up.

Beard tried two of his pitchers and both 
of them were punished hard. One was hit 
so hard in the first two innings that Beard 
took him out and put in another who suf- 
fered almost as much, 

Mason, the man Beard considers his star 
twirler, opened the game, but the Atlantas 
found him for two singles and two bases on 
balls, which with a player’s choice and two 
stolen bases, gave up two runs. A triple 
and a home run came in the second and 
when the third opened Manager Beard had 
D. McFarland in the box and he managed 
to do well until the seventh, when he was 
thumped all over the lot, two singles, two 
doubles and two triples finding their way 
into the outfield, 

The Evansvilles play a good strong game, 
and it will keep the best teams in the asso- 
ciation guessing where they will stand at 
the end of any game they enter. They are 
all good hitters and there is not a slow man 
on the nine, They play well together and 
Ollie Beard appears to nave complete con- 
trol over them. The outfield is especially 
strong, both with the stick and in covering 
territory.

At this 
rate it will take a week or more to get 
through with the trial.

These reports stated that Geeslin averaged 
$3.71 per day less than conductors of other 
trains running between Macon and Colum- 
bus, Mr. Shermood went to Savannah and 
examined the books of the company. He 
found that the earnings of Geeslin’s train 
were $6,000 per year more than trains of 
other conductors, Sherwood’s reports also 
ae other testimony favorable to Gees- 
in, 

Mr, O. D. Jenkins, auditor for the re- 
ceiver of the Macon and Northern railroad. 
also testified favorable to Geeslin, The at- 
torneys of the Central! road submitted tabu- 
lated statements of tickets sold at the aif- 
ferent stations along he line of the South- 
western railroad, but the court did not ad- 
mit tne evidence, as the statements were 
simply abstracts and not the original 
books. The court appointed Mr, Fitz Jones, 
of Macon, and one of the junior members 
of the firm of Lawton & Cunningham, of 
Savannah, as special masters to visit the 
Stations for the purpose of ascertaining the 
correctness of the roacd’s reports, The hear- 
ing has been adjourned pending the report 
of the special masters.

REVIBWS THE TROOPS | 


Governor Atkinson and Some of His 
Staff at Savannah. 


A SHAM BATTLE BY THE MARINES 


Receptions Tendered to the Governor 
The Cruisers Go Up the BR-ver 
to Fort Jackson. 


Savannah, Ga., May 15.—Governor Atkin- 
son reveiwed onc of the largest bodies of 
troops today that has been witnessed in 
Savannah. since the celebratioré of the 
city’s sesqui-centennial, in 15883. Twelve 
hundred men were in line, with five com- 
panies of marines and blue jackets from 
the United States cruisers Atlanta and 
Raleigh, which are anchored in the river 
below the city. 

The review took place on the military 
parade ground and was witnessed by 20,000 
people. It was the first appearance of 
the governor and his staff in Savannah, 
and was made the occasion for an ovation 
to the governor. Following the parade 
and review, prizes were awarded to fhe 
visiting companies by the May week fes- 
tival for the largest and beSt appearing 
companies. The Gordon Institute Cadets, 
of Barnesville, Ga., were «awarded the 
first prize for the largest number of men; 
the- Brunswick Rifles, of Brunswick, Ga.,, 
were awarded second prize, and the Wash- 
ington Light Infantry, of Charleston, S. 
C., the prize for the finest appearing com- 
pany on parade, 

A sham battle by the marines and blue 
jackets closed the display. The. day’s 
festivities ended with a fireworks display 
in the park. Tonight Governor Atkinson 
and his staff and the officers of the At- 
lanta and the Raleigh were tendered a 
brilliant reception at the DeSoto, 

The Social Side of Military Life. 

Governor Atkinson and his staff, to- 
gether with Captain Cromwell, of the At- 
lanta, and Captain Miller, of the Raleigh, 
and several prominent Savannahians were 
tendered receptions this afternoon right 
after the parade by General A. R. Lawton 
and Congressman Rufus E. Lester. Just 
before the review of the troops by Gover- 
nor Atkinson and his staff, a salute of 
seventeen guns to the governor was fired 
by the Chatham Artillery, the oldest ar- 
tillery company in the United States, 

The members of the governor's staff 
present from Atlanta were Lieutenant 
Colonels S. W. Wilkes, F. H. West, H. 
M. Dorsey, G. W. Harrison, Lieutenant 
Cc.

NOW FOR THE BONDS. 


The Registration Books Will Not he- 
main Open: Much Longer. 


Have you registered for the bond elec- 
tion? ; 

if you have not it is your duty to call 
upon Mr. Andy Stewart, the “ax collector, 
at once and qualify for the election. 

The books will close on the 25th of the 
month and there is not much more time. 

Since the general council passed the or- 
dinance authorizing the issuance of the 
$150,000 of improvement bonds no one has 
been working harder among the people 
than Mayor King, Mr, Howell avd Mr. 
Inman. 

Adi three of these gentlemen realize th 
necessity for the bonds and know, too, 
that it will require a 00d vote to author- 
ize the issue. They ‘have given the mat- 
ter a thorough study and have figured out 
what it will be worth to the city in the 
way of money saved and in the way of 
money maue at the expiration o, the thir- 
ty years, when the bonds fall due.. These 
figures, when put together, make a very 
interesting story ad should convert al- 
most any one to the bonds. 

“We find,” said Mayor King, in speak- 
ing of the matter, “‘that the great trouble 
is in getting the people to turn out and 
register. It is surprising how few people 
appear to realize the great importance 
of the bonds, If we do not secure those 
bonds we cannot build the Boys’ High 
school, neither can we extend the water 
mains or carry out the otner improvements 
we are contemplating. Now in order to 
vote, registration is necessary and a spe- 
cial registration has been secured so that 
the citizens who are not qualified to vote 
can qualify themselves. Mr. Andy Stew- 
art, the coun tax collector, is the regis- 
trar, ang so far he has not been at al) 
busy ‘registering those who should take 
part in the election, For some reason the 
citizens are not awake to their interests 
in the matter iand do not register. I am 
making it a point every day to induce as 
many to go down and register as I can. 
If we can get eneugh to register we will 
carry the bonds. But if we don’t there 
is some doubt about the result 

Alderman Howell at@U Work 

Probably no one has done {more for the 
bonds than Mr. Howell, of the board of 
aldermen, It was he who \induced Mr. 
Inman, who had been opposed to the 
bonds, to change and become an advocate 
of them. Then when the matter was 
brought up for the second time before 
the finance committee, that committee 
having once declined to entertain the 
proposition, Mr. Howell presented the fig- 
ures, Which satisfied every member of that 
committee that the bonds would not only 
be a saving to Atlanta, but that they 
would be an investment. After the finance 
committee had made a favorable report 
on the ordinance authorizing the issuance 
of the bonds, Mr. Howell advocated the 
adoption of the report by the council with- 
out any changes, but when he saw that 
$20,000 was going to be tucked on to the 
$100,000 for sewers he called for eZa,000 for 
the two crematories, and by hard work 
got it through, He has given the matter 
the most exhaustive study ane is satisfied 
Atlanta cannot afford to do without 
the bonds. 

“But,” said he yesterday, “if the peo- 
ple do not turn out and register we will 
have to do without them. Tne people are 
turning out very slowly and it would be 
a surprise to know how few names have 
been enrolled with Andy Stewart. There 
are sOme who are opposed to the bonds, 
just why, however, I can’t for the life of 
me tell; neither can they. These. how- 
ever, are responding risht along the line 
to the call for registration and are quali- 
fying for the ballot box. 

“I wish the people would take the mat- 
ter up and study it carefully,. If they will 
go right down and qualify and then they 
will see that their neighbor does the same 
thing. On election day they will come 
out, too, and vote for the bonds and do 
all in their power to induce others to 
come out and vote for the -bonds. 

“Every taxpayer in the city knows that 
the issue proposed is $150,000 and that $60,- 
000 is contemplated fer the sewers, while 
$40,000 goes to the Boys’ High school and 
the balance is equally divided between 
crematories and sewers. Now for the 
$60,000 we give to the sewers the city’s 
income will be increased at least $7,000 to 
$8,000 a year—way yonder more than the 
interest on it all. Then by spending $25,- 
000 for the crematories we will save easy 
$10,000 a year there, There is no fiction 
io any of this and any one can figure it 
out themselves. So you see by the bonds 
the city would save $19,000 and more ev- 
ery year. Take that for thirty years the 
life of the bonds and see where it would 
put us. I would like to see.every man 
in the city turn out and register and then 
go and vote for the bonds. I never go 
by a man without asking him to go reg- 


ister and then vote.”

The Trial of Henry Bier May Throw 
Some Light on the Question. 
New Orleans, May 15.—All matters fixed

Moise, in section B, eriminal district 
eourt, were continued in order to take up 
the hearing of the charge of perjury 
against Henry Bier, the Carondelet street 
broker. A jury was obtained, and the Dill

How To Help Atlanta. 

Some of our people are so busy with 
their own affairs that they do not real- 
ize the importance of the approaching 
city bond election, 

While there is yet time we desire to 
call the attention of our readers to a 
few points which we believe will con- 
vinee them that it is to their interest to 
register and vote for the~bonds, 

It is proposed to issue $150,000 in city 
bonds running thirty years at 4 per cent. 
Of the amount realized $60,000 will be 
expended in making necessary additions 
to our waterworks system, iu the shape 
of water mains, ete., $40,000 to build 
the Boys’ High school, $25,000 for the 
sanitary department and $25,000 for 
main sewers, : 

All these improvements are not only 
indispensable, but they will save us a 
large sum of money annually, and ena- 
ble us to redeem the bonds. and make a 
tine profit for the city out of the trans- 
action. Here is a fair and safe estimate 
of what the improvements will yield us: 
Qur income from the extended water- 
works system will be at least $7,000 a 
year; $10,000 a year will be saved in 
the sanitary department if we build two 
crematories to dispose of the garbage 
and extend our main sewers. Then, the 
completion of the Boys’ High school will 
save us the $2,500 rent which we now 
pay for a building. Now, we have here 
the sum of $19,500. ‘In thirty years this 
would amount te $685,000. Deduct from 
this the $180,000 which will be the total 
of the bond interest, and we will have 
$405,000 saved. 

We take it for granted that every citi- 
zen, will be heartily in favor of these 
needed improvements when he sees his 
way clear to getting them for nothing 
and making money out of them. 

It is unnecessary to call attention to 
the fact that the extension of our water 
service and main sewers, and the money, 
time and labor saving conveniences in 
the sanitary department, will stimulate 
property owners to improve and build 
up their outlying real estate and thus 
give us a much larger amount of taxable 
property. Under these conditions, and 
with the lopping off of several large ap- 
propriations which will not be needed 
under these new conditions, it is very 
likely that the city will be able to re- 
duce its rate of taxation next year. We 
have shown how the building of the 
Boys’ High school will save the $2,500 a 
year now paid for. rent. But this im- 
provement should also be advocated on 
another ground. The high school is the 
very capstone of our public edficational 
system, and in a city of over 100,000 in- 
habitants {€ should be comfortably 
equipped and installed in suitable quar- 
ters. 

The money now needed for public im- 
provements is a very small sum when 
we consider the rapid growth of Atlanta, 
and bear in mind the strong probability 
that there will be 200,000 inhabitants in 
less than fifteen years and half a mil- 
lion in anofher generation. We must 
plan and build for the future or our 
neglect will hamper our progress. 

Our citizens are practically unanimous 
in favor of the bonds, but in the past 
many bond elections have hung fire be- 
cause the people failed to register and 
turn out in force. Let us see to it that 
this does not occur in the present in- 
stance. The average citizen can register 
now without losing time. and when the 
election takes place he ean go to the 
polls at a convenieyt hour, without in- 
jury to his business. The thing to do 
is to register without delay, and get 
ready to vote on election day. If this 
is done the bonds will be carried by a 
big majority and Atlanta will take 
another leap forward. 

Remember thateevery dollar of the 
money to be spent for the proposed im-

toy and stick of candy for his chfidren. 
He must have been a skinflint, and from 
morning. until night the word in that 
househol@d must» have been, “scrimp, 
scrimp, scrimp.” This man’s example is 
not, to: be recommended. He and his 
family have got nothing out of life, and 
the children who were trained up in it 
will doubtless go out into the world to 
pursne the stingy and miserly course 
of their father. The Sun is exactly 
right when it says: 

It is good for a man to live pretty well, if 
he can afford it,-and to get the best out of 
his money as he goes along, always, of 
course, avoiding anything like wasteful- 
ness, always practicing economy. It is good 
for him to put some money in the bank if 
he can, but not much more than he can 
spare. It is right for one to feather his 
nest, but wrong to stuff it so full of feath- 
ers that its occupant cannot breathe freely. 
Certainly, oh, certainly, you should lay 
up something against a rainy day; but still 
you need not squeeze all the juice out of 
life, like the stingy two-dollar-a-day man 
of Meriden. | 

In a little city of 25,000 inhabitants 
like Meriden a workingman with a 
family who tries to live comfortably and 
decently will find that it will take nearly 
all of his small income of $2 a day for 
necessary expenses. - He will have to 
make money sacrifices if he lays agide 
even $50 or $100 a year, and if he ac- 
tually saves $9,000 in forty years out 
of his wages, without making money in 
some other way, it goes without saying 
that he must lead a very hard and nig- 
gardly life. 

It is true that too many of our wage- 
workers are wasteful and extravagant, 
but those who practice extreme and 
unreasonable economy and self-denial 
are just as bad. From such households 
come the men and women who scoff at 
religion and who regard mankind as 
their prey. They have been educated to 
beligve that money is the sole aim and 
object of existence; that it must not be 
spent, but must be saved and hoarded, 
antl the consequence is that they go 
through life never displaying any pub- 
lic spirit or charity and never beautify- 
ing their homes, and never contributing 
anything to the intellectual, spiritual 
and highest material progress of the 
world around them. 

Sensible economy is a great blessing, 
but we do not want the niggardly policy 
that will make people selfish, greedy and 
brutal. The man who spends his last 
dollar like a prince is really of more 


who lives like a dog in a hovel and 
locks up bis money, and shirks those 
public burdens and reasonable personal 
expenses which every good citizen 
should be willing to bear. 
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Business in the Sovth. 

The New York World agrees with the 
business and trade journals that the 
south is the prosperous section of the 
country and that it will feel the re- 
viving touch of good times earlier than 
any other part of the union. It says: 

The resumption of industrial activity in 
the south reported by The World's corre- 
spondents promises a realization of the 
Pennsylvania prophecy that Tennessee and 
Alabama will finally control the low-grade 
iron production of the country and proba- 
bly do an important business in steel. They 
are now making iron cheaper than England 
can make it. 

In addition to the coal and iron develop- 
ment the south fs now increasing its output 
of cotfon goods in a.very promising way. 
With the hardwood supply also under its 
control the south must attract another im- 
portant line of manufacturing, which it 
may develop to a greater extent that has 
ever been possible, while the control of for- 
eign markets has been almost wholly sur- 
rendered to European woodworkers. 

In view of these facts The World goes 
on to say that the agricultural depres- 
sion has not impoverished our people. 
They have suffered a check rather than 
a reverse, and they make a living in the 
hardest of times with less labor than it 
can be done anywhere else on the con- 
tinent, 

With the revival now in sight it is 
safe to suy that the southerners will be 
more prosperous than they have ever 
been in the history of the country. This 
improvement in the sitwition, however, 
is not due to any policy of financial re- 
lief adopted by the government, but to 
our long period of close economy and 
hard work, and to the better advertising 
of our resources abroad. The Atlanta 
exposition is, of course, one of the most 
important factors of our prosperity in 
this section. It is already drawing cap- 
ital and enterprise here, and we con- 
fidently look forward to an increasing 
tide of immigration from now on. What- 
ever the conditions may be in the rest 
of the country, the south is in the lead, 
and Georgia and Atlanta will be pushed 
by the exposition to the very head of 


the procession. 


Crime in This Country. 


A recent census report contains many 
interesting facts in regard to crime and 
its supposed causes in this country. 

The statistics presented are worthy of 
study, but there is little in them to war- 
rant the building up of any theory upon 
the subject. In the south Atlantic states, 
the division in which education is least 
general, the percentage of criminals is 
17 per cent of the population, which is 
the per cent for the whole country. But 
this includes both races. If we limit 
our inquiries to the whites alone it will 
be found that in the south Atlantie 
states there were only 284 white murder- 
ers to the million in 1890, while in the 
north Atlantic states there were 963 to 
the million. If we take all the prison- 
ers or convicts in these two sections 
the ratio of convicts in the north At- 
lantic states to the million is only 882, 
and in the ‘south Atlantic states 730. 
Now this includes the two races, and 
even the south makes the better showing 
in the face of the fact that two-thirds of 
her convicts are negroes. 

In Louisiana 45.8 per cent of the popu- 
lation are illiterate, but the proportion 
of criminals is the same as in the north 
Atlantie States, where the number who 
cannot read and write is only one-eighth 
as large. Nebraska with less illiteracy 
than any other state also has less crime. 
but Kansas has a larger percentage of 
crime than any other state, and yet its 
illiterates are only slightly more numer- 
ous than those of Nebraska. In Souve¢ 
Carolina 45 in every 100 cannot read ana 
write, but the percentage of crime is 
smaller than in the ceuntry at large. 

Intemperance, acgording to the census, 
is by no means tb¢ chief cause of crime, 
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benefit to the community than the man: 


more of the convicts were total. ab- 
stainers than drunkards at the time of 
their arre&8t. What effect total prohibi- 
tion would have upon crime is unknown, 
because the experiments in Maine and 
other prohibition states have never been 
fairly successful. : 

Nor can it be said that crime is main- 
ly due to idleness. The census report 
shows that of the persons in our prisons 
in 1890 over S2 per cent were engaged in 
work when arrested, and 75 per cent of 
them were engaged in occupations re- 
quiring learning or skill. The propor- 
tion of convicts who have received an 
acudemic or college education is about 
the same as it is among the same pum- 
ber of persons avho have never been con- 
victed of crime. 

But it is unnecessary to pursue the 
question. It is enough to know that ac- 
cording to these official figures the per- 
centage of crime is much smaller in the 
south than it is in the northeastern 
States, and that if we eliminate the 
blacks the southern criminal percentage 
is reduced to a very small ratio, 


It Will Not Do. 

It will not do for the few goldbug or- 
gans in Georgia to misrepresent. the 
Weekly press of the state on the tinan- 
Cial question. It will not do for these 
organs to say that the weekly newspa- 


ing the issue, as is customary with the 
advocates of the single gold stand‘ird. 
Take this paragraph from The Gwinnett 
Herald, one of the leading weeklies of 
the state: 

In Georgia all of the Georgia congress- 
men, except two or three, are outspoken in 
their opinions. Speaker Fleming and Steve 
Clay have put themselves on record, A 
majority of the weekly press of the state 
that have taken position have declared 
against the goldbug theory. 

The case is stated clearly in the above 
extract. “A majority” of those papers 
“that have taken position have declared 
against the goldbug theory.” Wherever 
an avowed golfbug organ finds a weekly 
newspaper that is silent on the subject, 
it proceeds to place that paper in the 
single standard column, and straightway 
commends its editor as an apostle of 
“sound money.” 

As we have frequently stated, the 
weekly press of Georgia is almost a 
unit for free silver; such papers as ex- 
press no opinions pro or con, need not 
be counted. It is the fearless, out- 
spoken Lewspapers that must be taken 
into consideration, and make the 
majority of weekly newspapers for free 
Silver in Georgia. 

It is cold consolation for the limited 
number of goldbug organs in the state 
to construe the silence of a weekly con- 
temporary into a “sound” money 
“theory.” (The faets for them- 
selves. The Georgia weekly press is on 
the silver side. 
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Women’s Work and Wages. 

It is said that 1,500,000 women in this 
country earn their own living. This 
does not include millions of housewives 
who also earn their own living, but re- 
fers to the women who go out to work 
or take in work at their homes 

And the pity of it is that this patient, 
peaceful army of toilers is all the time 
discriminated against by the law, by 
custom and by the employing class. No 
matter how well and faithfully the aver- 
age woman does her work she Cannot 
hope to get a man’s wages, She is un- 
derpaid and yet men are all the time 
bragging about the wider fields that 
hive been opened to women. 

There ought te be something better in 
store for those who are so anxious for 
honest work that they are willing to ac- 
cept 10 cents a day rather than go idle. 
There ought to be something better for 
them and it is the shame of our civiliza- 
tion that no wav has yet been devised 
of providing work at decent wages for 
the industrious men and women who 
wonder eyery morning where they will 
get their daily bread. 

But if we cannot help the men, let us 
by all means do something to improve 
the lot of. the women who deserve a 
better fate! 


A Nice Point, 

The great New York department store 
of R. H. Macy & Co. is raising quite a 
vigorous protest against. the action of 
the excise board in refusing to renew 
the firm’s license to sell liquors in pack- 
ages. 

It seems that in New York a liquor 
license cannot be granted to a_ place 
whose main entrance is within 200 feet 
of a schoolhouse or church. The. main 
entrance to Macy’s store on the ground 
floor is within 200 feet of a school. 
Mr. Isidor Straus, a member of the 
firm, made the point that the liquor de- 
partment of the store is on the fifth 
floor, and its main entranee’ is from 
the hall on that floor, which‘is more 
than 200 feet from, the schoolhouse, 

The president of the excise board in- 
sists that the prescribed 200 feet must be 
measured on the ground to the place 
in question and that it is not allowable 
to measure a part of the distance up in 
the air. 

The matter is still unsettled, but its 
agitation will probably lead to some op- 
position to the liquor traffic as a part of 
the business of the big dry goods stores 
which have reached out for every de- 
partment of trade under the sun. It is 
already charged that in some of these 
stores in large cities ladies out shopping 
are in the habit of purchasing small bot- 
tles from which they take occasional 
nips ina private room. It would be bet- 
ter not to mix whisky with the dry 
goods trade. Rum and ribbons do not 
go together. 


The Tithing System Revived. 

Some of our northern contemporaries 
are discussing the resolution in favor of 
reviving the tithing system which was 
adopted by the southern Baptist conven- 
tion last week. 

The argument in the convention was 
that the southern Baptists should be as 
liberal as the ancient Jews, who weresre- 
quired to give one-tenth of their income 
to religion. The convention did not seek 
to make the tithing system compulsory. 
It will be a purely voluntary thing, and 
the average southern Baptist can use 
his own judgment in the matter. If he 
does not favor the resolution or if he 
thinks that he cannot afford to give 
one-tenth of his income to the Lord he

It is encouraging to see a great reli- 
gious body in this generation taking 
such a position, and while the resolution 
may not be lived up to by the great 
mass of the southern Baptists, it shows 
that there is a disposition on the part 
of many in that chureh to devote a 
larger share of ‘their wealth to the 
spread of Christianity and to the welfare 
of their fellows. The mere expression of 
such a spirit cannot fail to do good, and 
it is quite likely that in the near future 
we shall see the members of all churches 
contributing more liberally to the cause 
of Christ than they bave done in the 
past. 


The Fall of the Prophets. 

Again the unexpected has happened. 
An outsider has won the first great race 
of the year, demonstrating in his unlook- 
ed-for victory the uncertainty of this 
gallant sport. Hornpipe, whose chances 
Were considered so slight that his owner 
did not consider him a mount worthy of 
his most famous rider, won as against 
the great horses who were favorites. 

The Brooklyn handicap was first run 
in 1887 and since then it has been an 
event which attracted the attention of 
the lovers of horse racing throughout 
the country. This year the conditions 
attending the event have been such as, 
to a certain extent, to cause it to be over- 
looked. The principal cause for this 
has been the long fight before the New 
York legislature for the passage of the 
racing bills. It was only last Thursday 
that these clouds were dispelled and it 
became certain that the race could be 
run without the restrictions which 
would, it was claimed, kill the interest 
in the sport. 

Since the bills were signed, however, 
the Brooklyn handicap has been the sole 
subject of discussion in racing circles. 
Who would win? Dr, Rice, the winner 
of last year’s Brooklyn; Ramapo, 
confessedly the best horse of last 
year and the, winner of the Suburban; 
Sir Walter, of whom his friends are 
continually expecting much; or the west- 
ern erack, Rey el Santa Anita—which 
of these four would eapture the coveted 
prize? For no other horse was seriously 
considered. There was talk of the out- 
siders as such, but the chance of a sur- 
prise was considered slim. 

Ilow it was done is graphically told in 
the telegraphic report of the great con- 
test. While it Was as much a surprise 
as the victory of Castaway IT in 1890, it 
was very much more of a race: and 
despite the slow time which was the re- 
sult of the heavy track, the 1895 Brook- 
lyn will take its place as one of the not- 
able events in American turf history. 
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EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


The Nashville American says: “Georgia 
may well be called an exposition state;

Three great expositions have 
been held and a fourth will be held this 
year, Did they pay?

untiring energy. Ask «a Georgian do ex- 
positions pay, taking the state at large 
into ‘consideration, and the answer is 
‘yes. Ask a citizen of Louisiana did the 
New Orleans exposition pay his state, and 
all the people, and the answer is ‘yes.’ 
Ask a Texan do expositions pay, and in 
Texas expositions are regularly yearly 
events, and the same’ answer is given.” 


W. H. Harvey, the publisher of “Coin,” 
is to have his wish. The Illinois Club is 
arranging to bring him and a gold-stand- 
ard man together within short-arm dis- 
tance. Professor J. L. Laughlin, of the 
Chicago university, was the heavy weight 
among the gold men picked out to meet 
Harvey in the currency ring and he gave 
his consent Monday. He did not wish to 
enter the contest until it was decided 
whether or not the proposed match be- 
tween him and ex-Congressman Bryan, of 
Nebraska, was to take place. As that was 
at last declared off Professor Laughlin 
agreed to face Harvey. The contest will 
take place in the rooms of the Illinois 
Club. The time has not been definitely 
fixed as yet, but it will probably be next 
Monday evening. The [Illinois Club has 
been conducting the negotiations for about 
a week and feels elated with its success 
and that it will have the honor of having 
the fight in its clubhouse. As the arrange- 
ments stand at present, Professor Laughlin 
‘will have the opening speech, and will be 
given ten minutes in which to close the 
debate. Each speaker will be entitled to 
forty minutes. One of the conditions is 
that there shall be no personalities in- 
dulged in. A personal fling will be con- 
sidered a foul blow. The gloves to be 
used will be strictly of currency texture 
and will not have any partisan fiber in 
them. 


There seems to be good ground for the 
complaints from the exhibitors at the 
world’s Columbian exposition about the 
continued delay in the distribution of the 
medals awarded by the judges of the ex- 
hibits. No medals, diplomas or even re- 
ports have been officially bestowed, and 
now, after the action of congress author- 
izing the government to issue simple elec- 
trotypes of the medals for advertising pur- 
poses, comes the statement that, no appro- 
priation being available for that purpose, 
no electrotypes can be had. As the value 
of an award cons'‘sts mainly in its recipients 
being able to advertise it while the mat- 
ter is fresh in the public mind, the de- 
lay has deprived successful competitors 
of the most of the prestige which they 
had legitimately obtained.

Editor Constitution—Referring to the 
article on page 7 of last Thursday’s issue, on 
‘“A- Change of Route,’’ probably the best 
policy for the Southern railway would be 
to send its vestibule train to New Orleans 
via Montgomery, Selma and Meridian, thus 
retaining the present connection with the 
Atlanta and West Point railroad at At- 
lanta, and thereby preventing an ailfance 
between that road and the Seaboard Air- 
Line, and at the same time giving the 
Western railway of Alabama fifty miles 
additional haul on New Orleans and Texas 
business, and the Southern itself getting 
more than 100 miles additional haul over 
its own line from Selma to Meridian. By 
slightly reducing the running time between 
Washington and Atlanta, so that the train 
could leave Atlanta thirty or forty minutes 
earlier than at present, 
over the Alabama Great Southern track 
from York to Meridian, the present arrival 
time at New Orleans—7:35 a. m.—can easily 
be made by this route, as it is only some 
twenty. miles longer than by Mobile and 
the Louisville and Nashville.

His Views on the Resurrection in 
tia mony with Orthodox Religion.

MISQUOTLD BY NEW YORK PAPERS 


Bishop Nelson’s Reportior the Year, and 
the Opening Exercises of tre Con 
vention—Today’s Session. 


The scveniy-third annual convention 
the diocese of Georgia is now in session i 
this city. 

{t is one of the largest convocatiuns 
the diocese ever held in this state, and 
composed of bright, brainy, industrious and 
consecratcd men. Bishop Nelson presided 
over the deliberations ot the convention 
yesterday in the graceful manner character- 
istic of that able dignitary of the church. 
His ease and freedom in the chair were that 
of a practiced veteran, familiar with the 
personnel and routine of the diocese. In- 
stead of being a veteran, however, bishop 
Nelson is comparatively a stranger, for he 
has occupied his high official position for 
only a short while. His rapid mastery ot 
ali the duties pertaining to his office and 
his familiarity with the 
tions of the diocese, have been the result ol 
profound study, without the aid of full and 
complete records to assist him, 

The convention is not only a strong one 
by reason of the number of delegates in 
attendance, but especially ior the reason 
that among the delegates are quite a numM- 
ber of prominent influential lay mem- 
bers and clergymen.

portg concerning a reputed sermon of Mr. 
Strong, it was apprehended that his views 
would not be entirely orthodox. Contrary 
to this impression, however, the sermon 
came up to the standard of orthodoxy, 
and was one of the most ornate and elo- 
quent discourses ever delivered in the dio- 
cese 

His subject was “Jesus and the Resurrec- 
tion.” It was on a similar phase of this 
same discussion that Mr. Strong claims to 
have been misquoted in the New York pa- 
pers, stating that the correspondent had 
taken upon himself the responsibility of in- 
venting a sermon, He had never given utter- 
ance to the views expressed, nor denied the 
physical resurrection of Christ, 
port of the alleged sermon in northern pa- 
pers was a fabrication from beginning to 


end. ; 

The discourse of Mr. Strong yesterday 
morning clearly defined his position and 
left no doubt upon the minds of his hear- 
ers as to the soundness of his views in re- 
gard to the Savior’s resurrection, Under 
the first division of his sermon he discussed 
the divinity of Christ and then his human- 
ity, also the various attitudes in which he 
is presented to men in the gospel «g their 
prophet, priest and king. Under the sec- 
ond head of the sermon he discussed the 
necessity for the resurrection—to complete 
the work already commenced by Christ 
and to perfect the divine plan of salvation. 
The evidence of the resurrection and the 
character, refuting the possibility of intel- 
ligent doubht, were touched upon at length, 
Mr, Strong insisted that no historical fact 
could be established if the evidence of 
Christ's resurrection was not sufficient to 
demonstrate its reality. The fact had been 
as successfully proven as that of any other 
event in history, The distinguished clergy- 
min treated the subject exhaustively and 
with surpassing eloquence, His manner was 
impressive and his diction rich, fervid and 
captivating. 

Organizing the Convention. 

After the sermon by Mr. Strong the holy 
communion was celebrated. Bishop Nelson 
was assisted in this solemn service by a 
number of visiting clergymen who acted in 
the capacity of deacons. 

As soon as this service ended the con- 
vention took a brief recess for the purpose 
of getting ready for the work of formal or- 
ganization. The number of papers spread 
out before the secretary of the convention, 
Rev. F. F. Reese, might have dismayed an 
official less conversant with the duties of 
his position, but with cool and character- 
' istic self-poise, he addressed himself to the 
work before him, and the papers on the ta- 
ble were soon assorted. This was accom- 
plished during the recess of the convention. 

The first business of the meeting after it 
was called to order by Bishop Nelson, who 
occupied the position of chairman by virtue 
of his office as bishop, was the election of a 
secretary. This important. office was 
assigned to Rey. F. FE, teese, 
of Macon. Ga., whose efficient 
end faithful service of the convention in 
a years Was thus substantially recog- 

The bishop then appointed a committee 
on credentials to investigate the certifi- 
cates of those who were entitled to seats 
im the convention as de ‘legates. Commit- 
tees were also appointed to pasg upon the 
admission of parishes, the state of the 
church, and Various other matters necding 
committee work and thorough investiga- 
tion.

Bishop Nelson’s Report. 

The feature of the afternoon session was 
the report of the bishop covering the work 
of the past vear. 

Bishop Nelson emphasized the growth 
of the diocese by showing the number of 
churches and missions visited by him dur- 
ing the year, as compared with the visits 
made by his predecessors, Bishops Elliot 
and Beckwith. He referred to the large 
number of additions to the numerical 
Strength of the church during the year. 

The bishop stressed the importance of 
schools and institutions of 
learning under the direction of the church. 
The various other denominations of the 
State were all ahead of the Episcopal 
chureh in this respect and Georgia was 
far behind the other states of the union 
in educational work under Episcopal su- 
pervision. He had received but little en- 
couragement in his efforts to estabHsh 
parochial schools in Atlanta, but he was 
not by any means discouraged and ex- 
pected to cogtinue the effort until he even- 
tually succeeded. 

A number of important suggestions were 
made by the bishop. He thought the rec- 
ords of the church ought to be more thor- 
oughly Kept. He had met with great 
difficulty along this line, for in assuming 
his duties as bishop he had very little mat- 
ter to guide him. 

The report of the bishop was read in the 
clear, distinct and impressive manner pe- 
culiar to him, At its conclusion he was 
returned a vote of thanks and its various 
recommendatigns were referred to proper 
committees, 

A record of-the church’s necrology was 
read by the bishop before commencing his 
report. The most distinguished member 
of the diocese who died during the year 
was the late Rev. W. H. Hunt, who had 
been identified for many vears with re- 
ligious work in the diocese. 

A discussion as to the seafing 
ga‘es from those parishes behind 
payment of dues next came up. It was 
proposed to admit the delegates and to 
remit the dues in part on the showing that 
the parishes had good and sufficient rea- 
sons for not meeting the assessment. The 
delegates were admitted to seats on the 
floor.and the proposition to remit the dues 
of the parishes was referred to a special 
committee for decision. 

Last Night's Service. 

Instead of holding a regular session of the 
convention last. night a religious service 
was substituted. 

This was to give the committees 
consultation. Meetings of all the commit- 
tees were- held and the subject matters 
referred to them were carefully considered.

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BERRY WRIGHT STAYS IN JAIL. 


Must Produce the Money or Re- 


main in Prison. 

Jerry Wright, African Emigration So- 
ciety proto-martyr, will probably remain 
in’ jail until he is really very weary of the 
self-selected role. 

Frank Drakeford, for whom Berry did 
the martyr act, was brought to trial yes- 
terday afternoon ‘on a warrant charging 
him with larceny after trust and the war- 
rant was dismissed. 

The story which involves Betty Kilgore 
is one of interest and is intricate as such 
matters usually are. When a local order of 
the Elder Dempster, Gaston & Company 
Emigration Saciety was formed here a tem. 
porary treasurer was decided upon and 
Frank Drakeford was elected. 

It was afterward decided to elect a per- 
manent treasurer and Drakeford, for some 
reason, was not selected to succeed him- 
self. The new treasurer installed a de- 
mand was made upon Drakeford for the 
money. He failed to respond. Thereupon 
three warrants charging him with larceny 
after trust were sworn out by the mem- 
bers opposed to him and who petitioned 
for the appointment of a receiver to take 
charge of the funds of the company. 

The petition before Judge Lumpkin was 
acted upon first. He granted the petition 
and appointed Mr. Percy H. Adams, the 
well-known young attorney, to the receiver- 
ship. The attorneys for the receiver ruled 
Drakeford for contempt of court and the 
rule was set for a hearing. In the mean- 
time Berry Wright boldly announced that 
he had the mioney and that he would not

In court Berry made the same statement 
and was sent to jail for contempt of court.

The accusation was put in the 
form of a warrant charging her -with lar- 
ceny after trust. The case was called be- 
fore Justice Bloodworth and upon a hear- 
ing, her house having been searched by 
Bailiff Ray. she was released from further 
custody. . 

The warrant against Drakeford was dis- 
missed by Justice Orr, and the femaining 
warrants are in the court of Justice Blood- 
worth and will be disposed Of next week, 
very likely.

Still no serious damage 
has been done in the cotton belt as a 
whole, and the signal service predicts for 
the next twenty-four hours warmer 
weather in South Carolina, North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Louisiana, Prices early in the day ad- 
vanced 4@6 points, but later on this was 
lost, and the market closed barely steady 
at a decline of 1@2 points, as compared 
with yesterday’s last figures. The sales 
were 99,000. Room traders were disap- 
pointed to find that the market was still 
narrow; that there was no genuine bullish 
enthusiasm, and that whén they wanted 
to find buyers the buyers were scarce. So 
prices went up like a small rocket and 
came down like a stick.

And with Them Went Five Laborers 
to the Ground. 


FATAL ACCIDENT YESTERDAY AFTERNOON 


fhe Derrick at the New Cotton Mills 
Builaing Faliswith Fearful Force. 
Consequences Will Be Fatal. 


A frightful accident resulting in the se- 
rious injury of five people, two of whom 
will probably die, and causing at least 
$1,000 damage, occurred yesterday afternoon 
at the ExposiTion cotton mills, 

The scene of the accident was on the 
new addition being built to the cotton fac- 
tory, and it was due to the falling of a 
powerful piece of timber, which was being 
placed in position, The falling timber hur!- 
ed five workincn to the ground, injuring 
them badiy. 

The acelden: occured at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 

A gang of men were at work on the new 
cotten mill building that is being erected 
by the Exposition Cotton Mills Company, 
just south of their present building. 

The new plant is to be a magnificent 
structure anid very heavy timbers are nec- 
essary. In order to lift thm:e timbers from 
the ground a derrick is used. 

Yester@ay afternoon the men went to 
work as usual, little dreaming of the hor- 
rible fate that awaited them, A large <'ll 
twenty-five feet lone was attached to the 
rope from the derrick and the signal given 
to hoist it. It gradually went higher and 
higher into the air and was almost to the 
top of the building, when the men below 
were horrified to see the sill careen to one 
side, overturning the other heavy timbers. 

With a erash it came down and with it 
five men—bleeding and wounded, 

The hospital ambulance was called and 
the men were at once carried to the Grady 
hospital, where their injuries were cared 
for. 

The Iniured Men. 

Those uninjured by the fall rushed to the 
Spot where the men had fallen and found 
that five had been badly injured. 

Mr. S. B. Pylant. foreman of the gang 
employed on the work, was worse hurt than 
any of the men. He was picked up, bleeding 
and unconscious. His skull was cracked 
and he was otherwise bruised and injured, 
He had evidently been struck on the head 
by a heavy piece of timber in falling and 
the force of the blow had fractured his 
skull. He was carried at once to the Graly 
hospital, where prompt attention was given 
him. it Was thought by the physicians that 
his injuries will prove fatal, He is one of 
the best known and most highly respected 
carpenters in the city. Tle has lived in -At- 
lanta quite a long while, His is at 
343 Neal street. 

Will Dunlap, a colored laborer. was 
badly, perhaps fatally hurt. His skull was 
fractured and he sustained several internal 
injuries. He was carried to the hospital at 
the same time Mr. Pylant was transferred 
to that place and just as promptly as pos- 
sible his injuries were given attention. He 
was struck by a falling beam and some of 
the timbers feil upon him. 

Henry Clay, another oolored 
whose home is on Fraser street, 
painfully injured, but his wounds are not 
considered serious. He was badly mashed 
and received slight internal injuries. He 
was carried home. 

John Wilson, colored, had his left iaw dis- 
located and was otherwise hurt. He was 
carried to hia home, 71 Leonard street. 

Will McKinney, whose home is at ¥i 
Thurman street, was also painfully injured, 

The eause of the accident cannot be at- 
tributed to any carelessness, but was one 
of those unfortunete occurrences that may 
happen at any time when heavy timbers are 
being handled. The damage to the building 
will amount to something over $1,000, as a 
great deal of the timbers jsrwere thrown 
down, The walis, however/ are not in- 
jured in the least and wark will go on 
with only a slight delay.’ 

The Exposition Mills Company is protect- 
ed from any loss of this character by a 
policy in the Guarantee Fidelity Insurance 
Company. 

In speaking of the accident, Mr. Hiinman, 
who is the contractor, said last night: 

“Of course no blame can be attached to 
any one, We deeply regret that it happened 
and shall see that the best attention pos- 
sible ig given the injured. They are all good, 
faithful laborers and carefully attended to 
every detail of their work. Mr. Pylant, who 
was foreman of the gang, is a ateady and 
efficient man and a member of the order of 
Red Men No, 31.” 

Will Dunlap, the most seriously injured 
of the negroes, is in a very critical condi- 
tion at the Grady hospital and will prob- 
ably die. His skull is crushed and, together 
with other sertous injuries, he will hardly

The grand convention 
of the Order of Railway Conductors got 
down to hard work yesterday. 

A six hours’ session in the afternoon un- 
der the three flags in the Venable hall re- 
sulted in the election of all the officers of 
the order for the next term. 

There were few changes, but the great 
- surprise of the day was the defeat of Grand 
Secretary and Treasurer W. P. Daniels, 
who for seventeen years has held that posi- 


tion. 

2etween him and Martin Clancey, former- 
ly chairman of the board of trustees, there 
was a heated contest. 

Mr. Clancey was elected on the first bal- 
lot. 

Mr. John W. Humphries, of Atlanta, who 
was instrumental in securing the conven- 
tion at this place, was elected grand junior 
conductor, one of the most important offices 
in the order. These were the only sis- 
nigcant changes made. 

The morning was spent by the delegates 
at the Atlanta brewery, where they blew 
the froth from a thousand cups and drank 
to Atlanta and the south. ; 

At 1 o’clock the convention went into

The Programme for Today. 

The programme for today will be enter- 
taining. 

At 9 o’clock on cars engaged for the oc- 
casion the delegates will be taken to the 
exposition grounds, where the preparations 
for the great show will be pointed out to 
them by the exposition board of directors, 
lady directors and a committee’ specially 
appointed for the occasion. Here the con- 
vention will be tendered an open air recep- 
tion and a lunch at 10:30 o'clock. 

In the afternoon the regular programme 
states that the run will be “extra as de- 
sired,” but the business session will be one 
of importance, as the place for holding the 
next convention will be selected and inter- 
esting changes in the laws and amendments 
thereto will be made. 

At 8:20 o'clock there will be a reception 
by the railroad branch of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association in the main building 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
corner North Pryor and Auburn avenue. 
Incidentally there will be a ball game in 
the afternoon between Atlanta and Nash- 
ville, and in the evening the Lyceum thea- 
ter will be oper. 

On to the Brewery. 

Good beer is not tabooed by a delegate 
in good standing, and when it was learned 
that there would be a march to the Atlanta 
Brewery yesterday morning there assem-

When the grand chief conductor called 
the session to order at 1 o’clock the hall 
was filled and the enthusiasm and expecta- 
tion of the members were great. 

Mr. Clark Re-Elected. 

The session was secret and only author- 
ized delegates were allowed to enter the 
hall. After brief preliminary work the 
election of grand chief conductor was called 
for. There was no opposition to Mr. Clark 
and he was re-elected amid ringing cheers. 

For the office of assistant chief grand 
conductor there was no opposition to Mr. 
C.-H. Wilkins and the balloting resulted 
in his re-election, which was acknowledged 
by appropriate remarks from Mr. Wilkins. 

There was the greatest excitement about 
the hall when the election for the office of 
grand secretary and treasurer was called. 
There were four or five names mentioned 
for the place. but of these the name of 
Mart-Clancey, or “Li Hung Chang,” as the 
boys eall him, was received with the great- 
est favor and when he was nominated there 
was a yell that shook the house. 

Grand Secretary Daniel had a corps of 
firm supporters who thought that his long 
experience with the office and the good 
work he had done during the seventeen 
years of his service entitled him to re-elec- 
tion. They stood by him bravely for they 
knew that there was no man connected 
with the Order of Railway Conductors who 
had sacrificed so much to build up the or- 
der and bring it up to its present condition 
as he. 

The Ohio delegation was strong and the 
Pennsylvania crowd was a host-in itseff. 
Most of these delegates were in favor of Mr. 
Clancey, as he lived in their corner of the 
world. When the vote was taken and it 
was announced that Clancey had been 
elected on the first ballot there was a scene 
of confusion, above which the applause 
from the Pennsylvania side of the house 
arose loud and strong. 

Humphries Comes In.

There was great rejoicing when it was 
announced that Mr. Humphries had been 
elected to the office of grand junior con- 
ductor to succeed Mr. E. W. Pruitt, it be- 
ing customary to give that office to a dele~ 
gate from the city in which the convention 
is held.

A SKETCH OF THE OFFICERS. 


Who the Men Are That Were Elected 
and What They Have Done. 

All the officers of the grand order are 
men of unusual ability and interest. 
They are men, most of them, who have 
come up by’ steady push and energy— 
self-made men who have breasted the blows 
of circumstance and made by force their 
merit known. 

Grand Chief Conductor Clark is a man 
of striking individuality. He was born in 
Lima, N. Y., in February, 1856, and attend- 
ed school at Genesee Wesleyan seminary 
at that place. He entered the railway work 
as brakeman on the Burlington, Cedar 
Rapids and Northern railway, in Minneso- 
ta and Iowa in 1875. The next year he went 
west to Ogden, Utah, and went into the 
employ af the Union Pacific railway. He 
made his home there until 1890, when he 
moved to Cedar Rapids, Iowa, where the 
general offices of the order are locatea. 
During his residence in Utah he was em- 
ployed on the Union Pacific and Rio 
Grande Western railroad. He was a pase 
senger conductor on the latter road for 
four years prior to the meeting of the an¢ 
nual convention of the organization heil@ 
at Denver, Col., in 1889, his po- 

pay ae 


conductor, to which he had been elected by 
the Denver convention of the order. 

He served one year’ in the position of 
grand senior conductor when at the 
Rochester, N. Y., convention he was elected 
to his present position of grand chief con- 
ductor. He was re-elected to the position 
by acclamation at Toledo in 1893. 

Mr. Clarke became a member of the or- 
der of conductors in the Silada division 
No. 132, in 1885. In 1887 he transferrefl his 
membership from his Salada division on to 
Division 124, located at Ogden, Utah, in 
which. division he still holds membership. 
He was three times elected chief conductor 
of the Ogden division, and represented that 
division in the national convention at To- 
ronto and Denver in 1889 and 189%. He was 
married m 1880, and has a family of three 
girls and two boys. 

Who Chief Wilkins Is. 

Mr. C. H. Wilkins, the assistant grand 
chief conductor, is a man of splendid in- 
tegrity and keen energy. He is one of the 
most influential members of the order. He 
was born February 4, 1854. At a very early 
age he lost his mother. and was forced to 
give up the opportunities which most boys 
enjoy in the way of an education. 

At the age of seven he was taken under 
the care of his father, who watched eager- 
ly over him as his abilities asserted them- 
selves. In 1871 he left the shops where he 
had received - practical instruction, and 
took up service with the Boston and Maine 
railroad, and by dint of hard work rose 
through the various capacities of switch- 
man, brakeman and conductor, until Febru- 
ary, 1882, when he took up service with the 
Wabash railroad. In seventeen days he 
iearned the road, and was soon promoted to 
the position of conductor with his new come- 
pany. Until June, 1889, he remained in the 
service of this company when his resigna- 
tion was accepted to allow him to accept the 
position of assistant grand chief conductcr of 
the Order of Railway Conductors, in which 
capacity he has tems with unswerving 
faithfulness untii the present time. 

Who the New Secretary Is. 

Mr. Martin Clancey, the new secretary, 
has accomplished a good deal for the or- 
der. He has always been active in the ine 
terasts of the order and is always enthu- 
siastic. 

Some of the more frivolous delegates have 
tacked the name “Li Hung Chang”’ on his 
door at the Kimball, but-there is not the 
Slighest resemblance between the two men 
in appearance. 

He started with the New York, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania railroad in 1864 and the next 
year was promoted to the place of conduc- 
tor. He ran an accommodation and extra 
passenger train until 1834, when he was 
given a regular passenger run, which he 
has held until today, without a single sus- 
pension or reprimand. 

Of this Mr. Clancey is deservedly proud. 

“[t is a point of pride with me,”’ he said 
last night as some of his friends called 
up his wonderful career. ‘‘I] have during the 
thirty mv service never received 
the slightest indication of dissatisfaction 
from headquarters at anything I have 
done.”’ 

Mr. Clancey was elected to the executive 
committee of the order in May, 1889, and 
was chairman of the executive committee 
from 1891 until 1893. and was re-elected 
that year to the board of trustees at Toledo. 
Last September he was again elected to 
the board of trustees. In this capacity he 
has served the oraer faithfully and most 
competently. When he came with the ex- 
ecutive committee the order had no funds 
and was $12,000 in debt. 

- Today it is a notable fact that it is second 
to no railroad organization on earth, 
it has to its credit nearly $200,000. 

To him rests the credit of having out- 
lined the policy of collection that has 
brought about the present fine financial 
condition of the order. In a large measure 
the success of the order is due to his cease- 
less labor. 

In appearance Mr. Clancey is a man of 
rather short stature with an iron gray mus- 
tache and a genial countenance that lights 
up with smiles during his conversation. 

The new secretary is altogether a self- 
made man. He is a figure in the convene 
tion. 
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The Retiring Secretary. 

Mr. W.: P. Daniel, the retiring secretary, 
has also accomplished much for the order 
and has made a record during his long 
term of office that will always be a memo- 
rial to his labors in the interests of con- 
ductors. 

He has an impressive face with a prom- 
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inent nose that in itself assures the firm 
sense behind. 

Beginning as a shoveler of dirt on a grav- 
el train, in 1866, he through the various 
offices rose to the place which he now 
leaves. His first work was on the Chicago; 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad. Leaving 
that in 1872, he went into the employment 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy as 
brakeman. Continuing there until 1873, he 
went with other well-known western roads 
and served with them until he took the 
duties of secretary and treasurer. 

Mr. Daniel was elected mayor of Cedar 
Rapids, Ia. In 1894 he was again nominated 
for the place and was elected by a large 
majority. 

In the retirement of Mr. Daniels the or- 
dér loses one of the best cfficers. 

He has not much to say concerning his 
defeat. 

‘“T have done what I could,”’ he said last 
night tilting back in a big plush chair at 
the Kimball. “I have no reason to regret 
my record. I shall be as true to the inter- 
ests of the order as I have always been.” 

Garretson the Funny Man. 

A. B. Garretson is a man with uw smiie 
that brightens the boys up. His jolly 
nature makes him the life of the conven- 
ticn and there is a constant demand for 
his funny stories... 

Among the ladies he is a lion and they 
crowd about him wherever he moves, At 
the recepticn last night at the Kimball 
he was the central figure and stood blush- 
ing with embarrassment among a score of 
pretty girls who gazed with admiration 
on his handsome face. 

For the past fifteen years he has been 
running a train for the Missouri Pactitic, 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas, the Mexican 
National and Mexican Central and other 
great roads of the southwest. 

He has been connected with the order 
for the past five years and has made an 
enviable record. : 

An Atlanta Man’s Work. 

It was a fittinfi tribute to his hard work 
for the order—the election of Mr. John 
W. Humphries, of this place, to the office 
of grand junior conductor. 

He began railroad work on December, 
1877, as brakeman on the Atlanta and Char- 
lotte Air-Line railway. He was advanced 
to freight conductor on the road in less 
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than three months. In the fall of 1880 he 


was made passenger conductor on the fast 
mail train on that road. 

For some time he was with the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia and in 
1885 was made train master between Rome 
and Macon. In 1891 he went with the At- 
lanta and Florida as train master and re- 
mained with them until 1893. Then he was 
elected to the office of deputy marshal in 
the city marshal’s office, which position he 
now holds. 

Who the Sentinels Are. 

Mr. J. W. Weyland, of Quincy, Ill., who 
was elected to succeed Mr. R. E. Meheady 
as grand inside sentinel is a strong factor 
in the order. He has attended most of the 
recent conventions and is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the working of the organiza- 
tion. 

From away out in Sacramento, Cal., 
comes Mr. William Servoss, who was elect- 
ed to the office of grand outside sentinel. 
He i a stanch member of the Pacific coast 
order, in which he is regarded as a man 
of great ability. 

W. R. Mooney and W. C. Wright, who 
were elected to the office of trustee, are 
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both men in whom the delegates have 
great confidence. Mr. Mooney was a char- 
ter member of the New England division 
of the order and has held the highest 
Offices ini that organization. 

Mr. Latimer’s Work. 

Mr. J. H, Latimer, of Atlanta, who was 
elected to the insurance committee, is too 
well Known here to require any intimation 
of his ability or force. 

He is looked upon as a kind of corner 
Stone. At present he is the southern pis- 
Senger agent of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railway, with headquarters 
in this city. There is no officer who more 
unselfishly discharges his duties for ‘the 
order than Mr. Latimer. 

These new officers wit not take hold until 
June, but they will be installed with all 
due ceremonials the last day of the ses- 
S10on. 

A Strike at the Fellow-Servant Bill. 

An important resolution was introduced 
and passed unanimously yesterday’ making 
a hit at the fellow servant bill at present 
before the Missouri legislature. 

This bill, the conductors think, is aimed 
at labor organizations. 

The first section of the bill provides: 

“In any action for damages on account 
Of injuries incurred by any person in the 
service Of any railroad company or cor- 
poration, or other company or corporat.on, 
or person or individual, engaged in any 
hazardous business in this state, where it 
appears that the person injured was him- 
Self in the exercise of due care, and not 
Kuilty of negiigence contributing to the 
injury complained of, it shall be no defense 
to said action that the injury was caused 
by the negligence of a person standing in 
the relation of a fellow servant to the per- 
son injured; provided, however, that this 
act shali not apply to-any case where any 
labor organizations shall interfere, t 
tempt to interfere, with the free 
ment or discharge of servants ’ 
employer or employe;s> and in any ; 
brought by any employe, if it shall be made 
tO appear that said employe was, at the 
t.me of the injury complained of, a mem- 
ber of any labor organization which inter- 
feres, or attempts to interfere, with the 
free employment or discharge of servants 
by employers, such shall constitute in it- 
seif a complete and full defense to said 
action. 

The resolution introduced by Mr. Daniel 
touching this was as follows: 

“Whereas, there is now pending in the 
Missouri legislature. a bill known as the 
Peers substitute fellow servant bill which 
has been made a special order for con- 
Sideration at 3 o’clock today; and, 

“Whereas, the bill contains a provision 
Which, if enacted into law, will be a serious 
blow to railway labor organizations; there- 
fore be it 

“Resolved, That the grand chief conduc- 
tor and the grand secretary be and are 
now hereby directed to telegraph to Gov- 
ernor Stone and the Missouri legislature a 
protest of this grand division, representing 
20,000 conductors, against the passage of 
the Peers bill, or any bill which contains 
any provision relieving any employer from 
liability on account of memberhip of a per. 
son injured in a labor organization, or 
that legalizes any contracts weighedin the 
legal liability of the employer because of 
any indemnity paid by any insurance com- 
pany or association except for the amoun? 
actually contributed by the employer to 
such indemnity.’’ 

Colonel Adair Among “the Boys.” 


One of the striking figures in the large 
gathering of conductors in the Kimball 
house lobby yesterday was Colonel George 
Adair, The colonel was arrayed in his 
best eand wore his most attractive smile. 
He had a warm handshake and a good 
story for every one. 

“I was a conductor before many of 
these boys were born,” said he, as he 
leaned against the Kimball house desk and 
entertained a crowd of conductors, “xo, 
sir, I was in the business when it was 
in its first stages. Lots and lots of im- 
provements have been added since and 
you young fellows have quite a different 
job from what I had. 

“IT am glad to see all of these fine-look- 
ing, prosperous and happy fellows here, 
It looks well for the country. It argues 
peace and prosperity. They are certainly 
a fine lot of men and we should feel proud 
of them.”’ 

Some one suggested that Colonel Adair 
was the man of ail men to address the 
conductors at the banquet Friday nighf. 

The colonel smiled, 

“Boys,” said he, “I’m like the nigger at 
the election. He was walking around 
looking a little lost, when some fellow 
walked up to him and said: ‘Say, Jim, 
why haven’t you voted?’ ‘Waal, boss, no 
gemmen hain’t spoken ter me jit.’ I 
haven't been spoken to.’’ 

The crowd smiled and the colonel told 
another story. 

The visiting conductors are immensely 
pleased with Colonel Adair and all of them 
have made friends with him. They will 
carry back with them hundreds of his 
choice stories and will relate them as they 
whirl over their runs, 

Colonel Adair held a genuine reception 
in front of the register yesterday morn- 
ing. No less than a hundred pressed 
around him ané@ shook his hand. 

“I wish I could remember all of their 
nanep’s,”’ said he. “] wish I could, but 
they came so fast and so thick that it's 
impossible. I’ve got ail their cards, and 
I'll just remember that they are 4 fine 
lot gt fellows,”’ 

Jolly Man from Mexico. 

The happy man of the convention comes 
all the way from the City of Mexico. 

Ruddy, stout, happy, hearty, humorous 
and always smiling, he has made thou. 
sands of friends among the conductors 
since Re has been attending the ,.onven- 
tion. He is W. C. Bradley, of the Mexi- 
can National railway. He is one of the 
two delegates from Mexico. He holds the 
position of grand outside sentinel and per- 
forms his duties with earnestness and 
humor. 

He is one of the most entertaining dele- 
gates in the convention, 

‘“T used to be a newspaper man,” said 
he. “I owned and edited a paper out in 
Pike county, Missour—it was the official 
organ of the county. Then I was on The 
Rocky Mountain News a8 @ reporter. Af. 
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ter that I had varied experiences on the 
press. I went to Mexico eleven years 
ago and have been with the National since, 
I always enjoy the conventions.”

HE HAS FILED A SUIT TO RECOVER 


Claims That a Clause Was Inserted After 
the Premium Had Been Paid—He 
Must Have Overlooked It. 


A suit for $2,500 on a policy was filed 
yesterday in the office of Clerk Tanner by 
E. F. Gould against the Norwich Union Fire 
Insurance Society as payment on a policy 
for $5,000 held by Mr, Gould at the time the 
fire broke out in the Gould building. 

The fire burned through two floors and 
Gamaged the building to a considerable ex- 


tent. On the report of the adjusters, the 


loss was assessed, according to the pet!- 
tion, at $2,382, which has been refused pay- 
ment by Messrs, DeSaussure & Mathews, 
local agents for the Norwich company. 

In the petition for damages, Mr. Gould 
suggests that he has been made the victim 
of an inserted clause of which he Knew 
nothing and which really amounts to noth- 
ing as far as its qualities for binding in law 
are concerned. 

It is alleged that after the policy was 
delivered to Mr, Gould and after the fire 
aforesaid, he discovered a printed slip 
pastec on the policy and which was couched 
in the following language: 

“Seventy-five per cent clause. It is the 
part of the consideration of this policy and 
the basis upon which the rate of premium 
is fixed that the assured shall maintain in- 
Surance on each item of property insured 
by this policy of not less than 75 per cent

Mr. Gould alleges that the clause just 
quoted is in no sense binding upon him. 
He gives as his reasons, emong others, the 
following: “‘The same is not a part of the 
policy and is not written in.the body there- 
of and is not signed hy any one authorized 
to insert new conditions in said policy and 
was merely pasted to said policy, and plain- 
tiff had no knowledge thereof at the time 
said policy was delivered and the premium 
paid. 

“Said condition was not signed by the de- 
fendant company, which fssued said policy, 
but purported to be signed by the Norwich 
Insurance Company, which is another and 
distinct corporation.”

THE TAX IS ILLEGAL) 


So Recorder Calhoun Decided Yester- 


day Afternoon. 


THE CASE AGAINST ELLIOTT DISMISSED 


No Longer Will the Money Lenders Be 
Compeiled To Pay the $100 Tax Lev- 
ied in the Past by the City. 


No question has excited more comment 
lately than the one touching upon the 
legality of the $100 city tax imposed upon 
inoney lenders. ; 

Yesterday afternoon Recorder Calhoun 
rendered his decision, declaring the tax 
thus levied to be illegal. As there 
are a score or more money lenders in the 
city who have been paying this tax as well 
as all the banks, it will be readily seen 
that quite a slice of revenue will be cut 
from the city’s income, amounting to more 
than $5,000 per annum. 

So far as the future levy of this special 
tax on those who are in the money loaning 
business is concerned, it is now settled. But 
“a more serious question arises. If the 
tax is illegal, which it is now declared to 
be, what of the money paid into the 
coffers of the city in the past on this ac- 
count? For several years this annual reve- 
nue has helped to swell the receipts of the 
city and there has been paid quite a sum 
the repayment of which by this time-would 
mean a great deal. But here are the facts 
in the case. 

A Test Case. 

Some time ago Mr. John Elliott, a citi- 
zen of Macon, moved to this city and es- 
tablished an office on Walton street and 
began loaning money. He failed, however, 
to provide for himself a license, the cost of 
which was placed by the city at $100. This 
tax Mr. Elliott refused to pay and Officer 
Jumbo Hunter accordingly made a case 
against him for doing business without a 
license. 

Attorney Walter M. Davis was employed 
by Mr. Elliott to represent him in the case. 
Upon an investigation of the law Mr. Da- 
vis attacked the legality of the tax, claim- 
ing that it was unlawful and did not tally 
with a state statute. When the case came 
up before Recorder Calhoun Mr. Davis 
made a strong fight against the p2yment 
of this tax by his client. In defense of 
his position he cited the law upon the sub- 
ject, which is as follows: 

Section 26 of the city code of Atlanta, 
adopted in 1874, with the amendment of 
1889: 

“The said mayor and general council 
shall have full power and authority to re- 
quire any person, firm, company or corpo- 
ration engaged in, prosecuting or carrying 
on, Or who may engage in, prosecute or 
carry on any trade, business, calling or 
avocation or profession, within the corpo- 
rate limits of said city, to register their 
names and business calling, vocation or 
profession annually, and to require such 
person, company or association to pay 
for such registration, and for license to 
engage in, prosecute or carry on _ such 
business, calling or profession aforesaid 
not exceeding $200 per annum.”’ 

Under the authority vested in the city by 
the foregoing section, the city council pass- 
ed its tax ordinance, and among other pro- 
fessions taxed by authority of the forego- 
ing section, ‘“‘money loaners, persons, firms 
or corporations loaning money, or nego- 
tiating loans, whether by real estate agents, 
Were taxed by 
said ordinance $100. 

In 1886 the legislature of Georgia in its 
general revenue act, adopted the following 
section: 

“Upon every practitioner of law, medicine 
or dentistry, presidents of each of the 
banks of the state, each agent or firm ne- 
gotiating loans and charging therefor, the 
presidents of each of the railroads compa- 
nies, presidents of each of the express, tele- 
graph, telephone, electric light and gas 
companies doing business in this state, and 
in case the presidents of any such compa- 
nies do not reside in this state, then, in 
such case, upon the superintendent or gen- 
eral agent of such companies who may re- 
side in this state $10, and no municipal cor- 
poration or county authorities shall levy 
any additional tax on said professions either 
as a license fee, or otherwise.” 

This section with the exact verbiage ap- 
pears in the general revenue law, adopted 
by each session of the legislature since 
1886, up to the last session in 1894. 

Mr. Elliott was charged with negotiating 
loans without a license from the city of 
Atlanta as required by the city ordinance 
based upon the city charter. 

Mr, Davis moved that his client be dis- 
charged upon the ground that he was not 
charged with violating any law or ordi- 
nance of the city of Atlanta, and the posi- 
tion which he took in order to sustain this 
motion was that the general revenue law 
of the state, a8 above quoted, had repealed 
the seation of the city charter above quoted, 
in so far as concerned the professions 
named in the section of the general revenue 
law of the state as above quoted, and that 
the city charter.on this subject being re- 
pealed, as a matter of course, the city 
ordinance upon the same subject could 
have no foundation. Mr. Davis read a great 
many authorities to sustain this point. 

Recorder Calhoun rendered his decision in 
which he decided the case against the city 
and discharged Mr. Elliott, stating at the 
same time that there was no doubt but that 
the position taken by Mr, Davis was a cor- 
rect one, 

As this was a criminal case the city has 
no Tight to appeal and consequently the 
matter is settled. 

Notwithstanding the heavy) license that 
has been charged in the past, quite a large 
number of individuals and corporations 
have done a flourishing business in loaning 
money, and, of course, hail with delight 
the decision against the tax and it is likely 
that with this excessive cost removed, a 
large number of concerns will in the fu- 
ture enter this field. 

The tax ts certainly no longer valid. That 
is certain. Whether aciion will be brought 
against the city for past taxes paid will be 
determined by the future. a

The manufacturers of Georgia are» going 
ahead actively in preparing for their build- 
ing at the exposition. 

In a day or two Mr. Thomas H, Martin, 
secretary of the manufacturers, will leave 
for Augusta, where he will visit all the 
manufacturers and ascertain how much 
space they will occupy with exhibits in the 
building.

The circular asking the manufacturers to 
help in getting up the manufacturers’ ex- 
hibit is as follows: 

“Without a dissenting 
convention declared in favor of making an 
exhibit of Georgia manufactures at the 
Cotton States and International exposition, 
to be held in Atlanta September 18th to 
December dlst next. {t ig dec.ded that the 
association should erect its own building 
on the grounds, and that members ¢elesiring 
to exhibit should pay into the building 
fund, W cents per square foot for such 
space as they would require. This will cover 
all expense to exhibitors. The building is 
to contain about 20,000 square feet, and more 
than 6,000 of this space was subscribed for 
immediately by members of the convention. 
Since the convention several applications 
have been made, so that nearly half of the 
space is already disposed of, 

“By specia: arrangement with the 
sition company power, lIghts and police 
service will be furnished free ot charge, 
The exposition company is charging exhib- 
itors one dollar per square foot, for space, 
so it will be seen that inembers of the 
association will secure space at one-half 
the regular rate. 

The great advantage to the Georgia manu- 
facturers of exhibiting in their own build- 
ing, where nothing but Georgia manufac- 
tures will be shown, cannot be overes- 
timated. The building and its contents will 
be one of the most interesting and attract:ve 
features of the exposition. 

‘The manufacturers of the state are earn- 
estly requested to join ‘in this movement 
and enable the association to make a 
worthy display of everything manutaciured 
in Georgia.
